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Class History 


On June 6 and September 12, 1949, a total of seventy-four young girls came up 
the walk to the nurses’ residence of Si. John’s Hospital School of Nursing. They 
were of varied descriptions and background but they had several things in common 
—an intense desire to be a nurse, and the requirements to enter a school of nursing. 
At first everything was strange to these girls, and they did many wrong things. The 
studies were new and used strange words. The work on the wards was different from 
what they were accustomed to doing. They worked, however, and eventually the time 
came when they could wear the coveted white caps that proclaimed to the world 


that they were nurses. 


Not all was hard work, however. The studies were put aside occasionally for a 


picnic or a dance. The main event of the Freshman year was the Christmas dance. 


The Junior year brought new and interesting work in special departments. Sur- 
gery, pediatrics, emergency room, and others were included to round out the cur- 
riculum. In the Junior year Dr. N. S. White gave them a memorable venison dinner 


at the Oaks Country Club. In the same year the class honored the Seniors with a 
prom. 


By the end of the Senior year only forty-four students remained in the class. 
These students were entertained at many social events. “Pop” Runnels feted them 
with a dinner smorgasbord style.
